Dear  Reader: 

This  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS)  describes  the  present  status  of  the  range  management  program  in  the  Billings 
Resource  Area,  and  explains  planned  grazing  management  actions  which  are  based  on  land  use  decisions  and  current  policy. 
The  land  use  decisions  were  published  in  the  final  Billings  Resource  Management  Plan/Environmental  Impact  Statement 
(RMP/EIS)  published  in  November  of  1983,  and  in  the  Record  of  Decision  (ROD)  which  followed  in  September  of  1984. 
These  Rangeland  Program  Summaries  are  updates  which  are  published  to  show  the  manner  in  which  the  plans  are 
implemented,  and  the  accomplishments  that  occur  as  a  result.

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INTRODUCTION 

The  purpose  of  this  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS) 
update  is  to  review  and  document  progress  in  the  Billings 
Resource  Area's  (BRA)  range  program  as  displayed  in  the 
Billings  Resource  Area  Management  Plan  of  1983,  the 
subsequent  Rangeland  Program  Summary  of  1984  and 
unpublished  updates  in  1985  and  1989. 

Proposals  have  been  developed  in  conformance  with  appli- 
cable land  use  plans.  Required  National  Environmental 
Policy  Act  of  1969  (NEPA)  analysis  and  documentation 
will  be  completed  prior  to  implementation  of  all  proposals. 

Parties  who  have  an  interest  in  or  who  are  potentially 
affected  by  the  proposals  and  who  wish  to  receive  a  copy  of 
specific  proposals,  decisions,  and  related  environmental 
analysis  documents  should  request  the  information  in  writ- 
ing, specifying 'the  allotment  name  and  number,  within  30 
days  from  release  of  the  document.  Protest  and  appeal 
provisions  of  43  CFR  4160  will  apply. 


NEW  ISSUES 

The  major  new  rangeland  issue  since  printing  the  1 984  RPS 
has  been  emphasis  on  riparian  management.  A  2,000  acre 
riparian  pasture  was  completed  on  Sage  Creek  in  Gravelly 
Allotment  01005  in  1988  along  with  exclosures  on  the 
following:  Gyp  Springs  04105  in  1986,  Alkali  Creek 
Springs  04945  in  1988,  and  a  tributary  of  Willow  Creek 
Allotment  04903  in  1 989.  A  700  acre  riparian  management 
pasture  will  be  completed  in  1992  on  Willow  Creek  in  the 
Pronghorn  Allotment  0498 1 . 

Noxious  weed  control  is  more  aggressive  because  of  re- 
quests from  county  weed  boards  for  cooperation  in  weed 
control  on  Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM)  land  inter- 
mingled with  private  land  within  a  project  area.  In  the 
Bluewater  area  east  of  Bridger,  Montana,  approximately 
1,100  acres  have  been  sprayed  in  conjunction  with  the 
Carbon  County  weed  board.  Biological  control  with  in- 
sects, and  grazing  with  sheep  to  prevent  reproduction  of 
leafy  spurge  are  also  being  used  on  the  site.  Although  the 
BLM  land  comprises  a  small  portion  of  the  treatment  area, 
effective  control  cannot  be  achieved  without  the  coopera- 
tion of  all  landowners  within  the  treatment  area. 


GRAZING  ADJUSTMENTS 

The  allotments  requiring  carrying  capacity  adjustments  in 
the  1984  Rangeland  Program  Summary  were  as  follows: 


Kee  04948,  Kee  04940,  Upper  Sage  Creek  04 1 25,  Dryhead 
04101  and  Marie  Allen  04137.  Kee  Allotment  04948  and 
Kee  Allotment  04940  were  combined  into  the  Currant 
Creek  Allotment  04940.  An  Allotment  Management  Plan 
(AMP)  was  written  and  implemented  along  with  a  negoti- 
ated reduction  of  10  percent  in  active  preference  (63  Ani- 
mal Unit  Months  (AUMs)). 

Twenty-One  (21 )  AUMs  were  relinquished  on  the  Aspara- 
gus Point  fishing  access  site  and  negotiated  reductions  also 
were  completed  on  the  Bluewash  Allotment  041 15,  (348 
AUMs),  and  Cub  Creek  Allotment  05202,  (164  AUMs). 
Including  the  Currant  Creek  Allotment  04940,  all  the  nego- 
tiated reductions  total  596  AUMs. 

Upper  Sage  Creek  was  listed  in  the  RPS  as  an  I  Category 
allotment,  but  was  reevaluated  in  1 985  and  changed  to  an  M 
Category.  The  Dryhead  04101  and  Marie  Allen  04137 
Allotments  were  transferred  back  to  the  National  Park 
Service  in  1984  after  the  RPS  was  completed. 

In  addition,  approximately  2,080  acres  of  public  lands  were 
traded  for  2,1 1 1  acres  of  private  lands  in  T.  8  N.,  R.  24  E. 
in  Musselshell  County.  As  a  result  of  this  exchange,  there 
is  a  net  loss  of  141  AUMs  of  grazing  preference  from  the 
BRA  total. 


ALLOTMENT  MANAGEMENT 
CATEGORIES 

Grazing  allotments  have  been  assigned  to  an  allotment 
category  to  establish  priorities  for  distributing  available 
funds  and  personnel  during  program  implementation.  Cat- 
egorization involves  placing  allotments  into  one  of  three 
categories.  The  three  categories  broadly  defined  rangeland 
management  objectives  in  response  to  an  analysis  of  the 
allotment's  resource  characteristics,  potential,  opportunity, 
and  needs.  The  categories  are: 

Maintain  (M)  -  These  are  highly  productive  allot- 
ments which  are  in  good  condition  and  have  no 
significant  resource  conflicts. 

Improve  (I)  -  These  are  allotments  in  less  than 
satisfactory  condition,  possibly  with  existing  re- 
source conflicts  and  not  producing  at  their  produc- 
tive potential. 

Custodial  (C)  -  These  are  allotments  in  stable  condi- 
tion which  have  no  major  resource  conflicts  and 
productive  potential  is  economically  limited.  In- 
cludes allotments  with  very  poor  soil  productivity 
and  small  isolated  tract  allotments. 


The  Appendix  displays  the  Billings  Resource  Area's  graz- 
ing allotments  by  management  category.  Within  each 
management  category,  the  allotments  are  listed  numeri- 
cally under  "ALLOT  NMBR".  "ALLOT  NAME"  shows 
the  current  allotment  name,  the  old  name  is  shown  in  OLD 
ALLOTMENT  NAME,  if  there  has  been  a  change.  Where 


allotments  have  been  separated  or  combined,  the  change  is 
shown  also. 

PREF  CODE  indicates  whether  the  allotment  is  INSIDE  (3) 
or  OUTSIDE  (15)  a  grazing  district.

ACTIVITY  PLANS 

Along  with  the  Currant  Creek  AMP,  a  Coordinated  Re- 
source Management  Plan  (CRMP)  was  completed  on  the 
Milton  Allotment.  Allotments  04903  and  04928  were  com- 
bined into  the  Holistic  Resource  Management  (HRM) 
Allotment.  These  allotments,  along  with  allotment  04968, 
are  managed  under  the  HRM  method  developed  by  Allen 
Savory.  It  is  a  high-intensity,  low-frequency  grazing  method. 

The  South  K  Henry  Allotment  (05321)  and  the  Central  K 
Henry  Allotment  (053 12)  were  combined  into  the  K  Henry 
Allotment  (053 12).  An  AMP  will  be  developed  in  1992  for 
this  allotment.

MONITORING  PROGRAM 

Approximately  30  allotments  are  monitored  annually. 
Monitoring  studies  are  done  primarily  on  allotments  within 
the  categories  I  and  M;  however,  they  also  are  done  on 
allotments  within  the  C  category,  when  required  due  to  any 
change  in  the  riparian  or  other  resource  values. 

Vegetation  composition,  trend  studies,  and  Ecological  Site 
Inventories  (ESI)  in  conjunction  with  3'  x  3'  photo  plots  are 
done  on  representative  key  areas  within  allotments,  pas- 
tures, watersheds,  or  habitats.  The  data  obtained  indicates 
whether  the  area  is  moving  away  from  or  toward  its  poten- 
tial, or  the  specific  objectives.  Data  consists  of  documen- 
tation relative  to  vegetative  composition,  density,  cover, 
and  frequency. 


ALLOTMENT  NAME  AND

Approximately  151  allotments  have  been  renamed,  and  27 
boundary  adjustments  have  been  made  since  the  1984  RPS. 
These  changes  are  shown  in  the  Appendix. 


scattered  parcels  of  public  land.  This  removed  143  AUMs 
of  grazing  preference  from  the  total  for  the  Billings  Re- 
source Area.  Allotments  eliminated  or  reduced  as  a  result 
of  this  exchange  with  the  State  of  Montana  are  as  follows: 
04912:  31  AUMs,  154  acres;  09772:  80  AUMs,  200  acres; 
09762: 1 1  AUMs,  40  acres;  and  05000: 2 1  AUMs,  80  acres. 
The  remaining  acres  are  unleased  tracts  with  no  grazing 
preference. 

With  the  help  of  The  Nature  Conservancy,  the  BLM  traded 
1,253  acres  of  scattered  parcels  for  470  acres  near  the 
Stillwater  River  along  Bad  Canyon  in  T.  4  S.,  R.  16  E. 
Allotments  eliminated  or  reduced  as  a  result  of  this  action 
are  as  follows:  05495:  60  AUMs,  360  acres;  05463  (05464 
in  1984  RPS):  70  AUMs,  160  acres;  05484: 18  AUMs,  53.8 
acres;  04912:  89  AUMs,  400  acres;  09762:  53  AUMs,  200 
acres;  and  05478: 15  AUMs,  40  acres.  There  was  one  forty- 
acre  unleased  parcel. 

Approximately  2,080  acres  of  public  lands  were  traded  for 
2,111  acres  of  private  lands  in  T.  8  N.,  R.  24  E.  in  Musselshell 
County.  This  removed  141  AUMs  of  grazing  preference.

The  following  allotments  were  not  listed  in  Appendix  2  of 
the  1984  RPS,  but  have  current  range  improvement  propos- 
als. 


The  Pickett  Spring  Pasture  (05370)  has  a  two-mile  pipeline 
proposed  for  providing  water  on  the  uplands.  This  would 
reduce  grazing  pressure  on  the  drainages. 


The  Bowler  AMP  (041 13)  was  revised  recently;  two  miles 
of  fence,  a  well,  and  three  springs  are  proposed  for  devel- 
opment in  1992. 

In  Deer  Mountain  AMP  (05232),  for  1992,  one  well  is 
proposed  to  improve  livestock  distribution  and  range  con- 
ditions. 

The  Upper  Bluewater  Allotment  (04104)  has  a  spring 
development  proposed  for  1992;  it  will  be  constructed  by 
the  operator  to  provide  water  for  livestock  and  wildlife. 


Harris  Road  (04974)  has  a  proposed  well  to  help  in  live- 
stock distribution  and  to  improve  range  conditions. 

Little  Wall  (04101)  has  a  reservoir  that  washed  out  in  the 
spring  rains  of  1991;  it  will  be  reconstructed. 


MAINTENANCE  PROGRAM 

Maintenance  of  large  projects  was  assigned  to  the  livestock 
operators  in  1982.  Since  that  time,  little  or  no  maintenance 
has  been  done  by  BLM.
